Committee, and (3) the correction 
'of certain grammatical errors in 
the old constitution.

A report on Inter-Univcrsily De- 
bating League activities and an 
outline of certain "special events" 
such as the competition for the 
Bovcy Shield were • made by the 
President of the Society. Isadore 
Rorcnfcld. Announcement was then 
mndc by the Vice-President, D. L. 
Common, of two. inter-faculty de- 
bates to be held next week, the 
first on Monday at 1 p.m. in the 
Union Ball Room between R.V.C. 
M\û the Enslnecr!!. and the second 
on Wfdnciday between Arts tt 
Science and Medicine. It was stress- 
ed that Inter-fnculty debates would 
be. along with two special tryouts. 
ihc' avenue leading debating cn- 
. thusiasts to intercollegiate debating. 

Boris" Berbrlcr also reported on 
fhc Montreal Debating League and 
Graduate-Undergraduate debating 
HCtivlties, outlining the plans of 
both. It was announced that Hugh 
Banfill would in future be McGill's 
representative to the former, re- 
lieving Bcrbrler of this added duty. 
.\ brief summary of the model par- 
liaments and the coming intercol- 
legiate debates was made by Hugcs- 
seit. Conrad. Shalner, it was an- 
nounced, had been appointed De- 
bating representative to If.F.C.U.S. 
and also publicity man for the So- 
ciety as regards the Daily.

The meeting was then adjourned 
and students registered their names 
for coming debating activities.

Quebec Is Subject 
Of Sandwell Speech/ 

Toronto, October 17. — (CUP) - 
B. K. Sandwell, Editor of "Saturday 
Night," addressed Varsity's Politic.il 
Science Club Tuesday on French 
Canadians and their position in 
Canada. 

Ho advised Canadians to preserve 
French' Canadian rights and culture 
and stated further that the(r tradi 
tlon -should extend across Canada 
in order to promote unity. He 
feels that their culture Is perman- 
ent and sHould be protected by Na 
tlonal Constitution. "Some of us 
feel that French Canadians are in 
ferJor, but a strong nation cannot 
bo built on such an assumption,' 
said Mr. Sandwell. 

He further urged us to appre- 
ciate and understand their oulloplc 
by reading' their periodicals and to 
devise a formula whereby all can 
love amicably. To do this, con- 
cluded Mr. Sandwell, Canada should 
change her constitution without the 
consent of the British Parliament.

NFGUS Committee Meets 
To Adopt Topics for Discussion 



AboHt fifty students attended 
yesterday's general meeting of the 
McGill Committee of the N.F. 
C.U.S.. the first* meeting of the 
new season. " 

The Committee voted unanimous- 
ly to accept the proposed panels 
for 'discussion: "National and In- 
ternational Scholarships,"^ "Im- 
proved Educatipnal>:' Techniques," 
"Student Government Organiza- 
tion," "Unity of Cultural ^ Groups— 
Within and Between Uhivêfsitles." 
In addition, the meeting voted to 
establish two new panels. "Student 
Housing' and "Student Employ- 
ment." 

Registration for work on the 
various sub-committees also took 
place at the meeting. It was point- 
ed out that the reports of these 
sub-committees will be presented 
to the next national convention of 
the N.F.C.U.S., where the possi- 
bilities of action on a national 
scale wiii be discussed. 

Clem Bcauchamp, Chairman o( 
the committee, pointed out thai 
McGill University had been the 
first to implement the sugRestion 
of the national body that local 
campus committees be set up. Liai-

son with the other camps had been 
maintained through 'the Canadian 
University Press, .which had orig- 
inaliy been sol up by the N.F.C.U.S. 
itself. 

Speaking in favor of setting up a 
N.F.C.U.S. subcommittee on hous- 
ing, John Swllzman, chairman of 
the Veteran's Housing Committee, 
said that housing was not a pro- 
blem of veterans alone. His com- 
mittee did not want to "mono- 
polize" the Issue, but felt that it 
should - be discussed by all stu- 
dents concerned. Jim Paterson of 
the Liberal Club felt that this was 
a topic calling for immediate ac- 
tion, and suggested that the N.F.C. 
U.S. should recommend to the Stu- 
dents' Executive Council that a 
general , housing committee be set 
up to study the problem at Mc- 
Gill. 

A further general meeting will 
be held next Thursday at S.OO p.m., 
when the biisiness of the commit- 
tee will be completed.' If any stu- 
dent wishes to learn more about 
the work contemplated by the com- 
mittee, they are requested to leave 
a message for Ann Ryan at Wal- 
ter's Office In the Arts Building.

An annex to the Redpath Library 
was opened yesterday in the David 
Morrice Hall of the Presbyterian 
College. 

, This - addition ...which., holds be- 
Iwccn 2,000 Tjïd 3,000 volumes and 
which provides accommodation for 
between fifty to a hundrcd^stud- 
ents Is a much needed solution of 
the space problem. Plans for an 
extension to the Hedpath Library 
now being prepared by Mr. Gor- 
don Pitts, one of the Governors, 
and it realized will double the 
size of the Library. 

In spite of the short notice at the 
beginning of the session and the 
shortages of materials on the 
market. This new reading-room 
has been set up with the least pos- 
sible delay. 

This new acading-room will be 
open provisionally from 9 a.m.- 
12:30 and 1:30 to 6 p.m. daily ex- 
cept Saturdays when the hours arc 
9-1 p.m. The entrance is by the 
corner of the front court of the 
Presbyterian College. For the pre- 
sent most of the books on Psy- 
chology, Education, Philosophy, 
Education Philosophy. Geography, 
Mathematics, Physics, and Zoology 
have been placed on the shelves, 
together with the beginning of a 
collection for general reading. 

The Freshman Reading Room in 
Divinity Hall has been discontinu- 
ed, and the books transferred to 
Dawson College and the Redpath 
Library.

For Students

part of its program five study 
groups which, it is felt, will deal 
with subjects of great' interest to 
many of the students. 

The first group will deal with

K.E.Boulding 

Speaks On 
Labour Issues 



The labor movement Is simply 
part of a much larger' movement 
which might be termed a "flight 
from the free market," said Prof. 
K. E. Boulding, Chairman of the 
Department of Economics and 
Political Science, addressing the 
Montreal Institute of Secretaries 
last night in the Windsor Hotel. 
The subject of his address was "Un- 
employment and the Labor Move- 
ment." 

"Protectionism in industry, the 
cartel movement, agricultural co- 
operation . and trade unionjsm are 
all cut fropi .the .sapte cloth; they 
represent, an attempt to substitute 
monopolistic for competitive mar- 
kets," said the McGill professor, 
who has made a detailed study of 
the labor movement. 

The labor movement was not so 
much an arrangement for shifting 
the. distribution of income in favor 
of workers — "on thé whole it 
doesn't, except for especially fav- 
ored' groups"— it was rather part 
of the movement to try to stabilize, 
or, at least, prevent, declines in 
the money-wage, money-price level, 
said Prof. Boulding. 

He added, "There is a real ques- 
tion as to whether this method of 
tackling the instability problem 
lands us in very real difficulties in

Univ. of Man. 
May Increase 
Medical Quota 

Winnipeg, October 17. — (CUP) 
— A committee to investigate the 
posslblilty of increased veterans' 
enrolment In medicine has been 
appointed as a result of a Joint 
meeting recently held of the Uni- 
versity of Manitoba board of gov- 
ernors, the members of the faculty 
of medicine and representatives of 
the Manitoba government. A spe- 
cial January course and an enlarg- 
ed annual medical quota will be 
questions under consideration. 

Premier Stuart S. Garson presid- 
ed, at the meeting and President 
Truman headed the University del- 
egation which included Dr. A. T. 
Mathers, dean of the faculty of 
medicine. 

This Is the latest development In 
a • controversy which began Sep- 
tember 17, when a veterans delega- 
tion appeared before Hon. J. C 
Dryden, minister of education, lo 
complain about veterans' admis 
sions into' medicine,' saying admis- 
sions had not been made on a 
fair basis. The delegation said 
Dean Mathers had promised bad 
marks made previous to. enlistment 
would not be counted against them 
if they made a good post-war show- 
ing In their pre-medlcal course. 
They- also referred to medical 
courses at eastern universities be- 
ing expanded to accommodate vet- 
erans. - ,1 J ".

University of Manitoba to Build 
Gym, Stadium and Union 



Winnipeg, October 17. — (C.U.P.) 
— President A. W. Trueman of the 
University of Manitoba disclosed 
recently In an address to the Alum- 
ni Association that the student pro- 
posal to raise funds for the build- 
ing of a Stadium, Gymnasium and 
Student Union Bul\dtng has been 
approved by the Board of Gover- 
nors, and that Campaign plans are 
well under way. 

The President stated that the 
student committee had apprcached 
the Provincial Government for "as- 
sistance and that he believed the 
students had been given a friendly 
and interested reception. He em- 
phasized that he was firmly behind 
the student committee; 

Excerpts from the Presidents ad- 
dress revealed that when the Board 
og Governors reached the final de- 
cision to consolidate the University 
on the Fort Garry site; it was net 
seen how this could be completely 
successful unless the students could 
be given . the required playing 
fields for the desirable .and lieces- 
sary sports activities. 

The students' themselves held 



firmly with his view, and it was 
inevitable that something should 
arise from it. Some time ago a stu- 
dent committee' representing the 
UMSU visited the Board request- 
ing the endorsement of a student- 
conducted financial campaign to 
raise funds for the erection of a 
Stadium, gymnasium and Union 
Building, on the Fort Garry side. 

The Board agreed, after discus- 
sion, and appointed a committee 
which meets regularly with the 
student representatives. 

President Truman stated that 
considerable credit Is due to the 
students for their loyal Interest In 
the welfare of the university, for 
their generosity in undertaking to 
donate money of their own to the 
fund and. to campaign for other 
funds, and for their vigor and en- 
terprise in getting on with the 
scheme. 

The official date for the open 
ing of the campaign has been set 
for, January 15th, and it is pro 
posed to use the intervening per' 
iod for a publicity build-up. 



Nominations for the Peterson 
Residence Committee of the Stu- 
dent's Executive Council, to be 
passed In to Mr. Fletcher, Secretary 
of the Student's Society, in the Mc- 
Gill Union, are urgently required. 

The Committee consists of one 
representative from each block, 
elected by and from students in 
that block, and a president elected 
by the complete student body of 
the Residence. Last week, nomina- 
tions were called for theso posi- 
tions, but according to report res- 
ponse has-been unsatisfactory, there 
being only one candidate for prcsi-

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Political Comment 

By virtue of, the civil riglUs of country in 
wliich wo were born or to which wc have come 
to live, we are in the habit of taking certain 
things for granted. One of the things which wo 
hold most dêjar'and yet to which wc subject a 
great deal of abuse is the freedom of speech. 
One of the basic Four Freedoms, the right to 
express one's opinion at any time or in any 
place must be handled with as much cnrc as 
any right or privilege which has come down to 
us only after much suffering and difficulty. Just 
as democracy, which is considered by many to 
be synonymous with freedom of speech, may be 
lost if its fragility is mishandled, so may wc 
lose the right to speak our mind. 

Not that there is a possibility of our losing 
it in the near future. But it is important, 
especially to university students, who arc 
usually given almost carte blanche in express- 
ing opinions, to remember that there is a stand- 
ard to which wc must keep. Aside from the 
limits set by law, as, for example, to slander 
or libel, it is not only proper but urgent to 
consider those with whom wc do not agree when 
wc are possessed with the urge to present our 
particular viewpoints. 

Here, at AIcGill, wc have seen a definite 
impetus given the political organiïations. This 
is n healthy sign that the youth of Canada is 
interested not only in the facts and happenings 
of the past, but also of the present and of the 
future. The political clubs also provide a worth- 
while outlet for the opinions of the numerous 
groups which have come together because of 
similar outlooks on life or politics or on the 
economic organization of our society or for a 
host of other reasons. 

However, in their first year on the campus 
last session, it became apparent that freedom 
of expression was considered by several groups 
to bo a right which they alone might have. As 
a result most attempts at debate became con- 
tests to determine which could shout the loudest, 
and no gain was registered cither to the reputa- 
tions of the individual groiips or to the reputa- 
tion of the students body. 

While ._such demonstrations arc difficult to 
overcome during n verbal debate, they are much 
less difficult to restrain if the various individuals 

Î resent their viewpoints via the printed word, 
or the past several years. The Daily has fea- 
tured a column called Political Comment, 
available to anyone who had anything to say 
on the many complex problems facing us today 
• and which wc shall have to face when wo 
graduate. 

Perhaps, it may be advantageous to the 
political clubs, and to the student body as a 
whole, if the several meetings open to these 
clubs, and at which they may express their 
views, are implemented by columns presenting 
their opinions. These columns will be under 
the Political Comment heading, will provide 
evcr>-onc with the same opportunity and will 
£cr\e as a sounding board on student opinion. 

The column has been put to this excellent use 
m the past with good results. Now, when the 
majority of students arc vitally interested in 
the problems of employment, "housing, labor 
relations and government, it is even more 
important that it be utilized to the full again.

All of us have heard tales of 
hitch-hiking adventures, but the 
Idea of whole universities hitch- 
hiking cross-continent, comes as a 
surprise. To the astonishment of 
the world Just such an overland 
trek was witnessed in war-time 
China and Russia. 

While Bombs Rained 

Nine years ago China's universi- 
ties lining the eastern coast, were 
seized and destroyed in tho Jap- 
anese invasion. Students and pro- 
fessors alike, resolved in a bold 
plan to keep China's lamp of cul- 
ture from going out. Just two steps 
ahead of the enemy, and with the 
roar of the guns in their eari, they 
set out for Free China and the pur- 
suit of higher learning. These liv- 
ing universities made their painful 
Journey into the great North and 
Southwest on foot, bus and sam- 
pam. Very often their only equip- 
ment was what they could eariy on 
their Jtacks;ji;».;^ 

Som?^{ these migrating univer- 
sities simply settled on other 
campuses. Others had to fend for 
their existence. Just as Canadian 
universities are now. converting 
portables and barracks, these in- 
genious Chinese converted old 
temples and family halls into lec- 
ture rooms. Still others improvised 
structures of mud and thatch. Their 
most outstanding work \vaa' tinder- 
taken in the loess country where 
they hollowed classrooms and dor- 
mitories .outXe|^<thc hillsides and 
establlshed'^thenîselves in caves. 
But these were only temporary 
quarters. As the Japanese made 
new inroads into this country, the 
portable universities had to move 
again. And so eight years passed. 
AerosB Scorched Earth. : 

Canadian students can vividly 
recall the German invasion ot Rus- 
sia in '41. Universities, as strong- 
holds of learning, arc always in the 
first line of attack and were mowed 
down in the enemy's advance. As 
In Canada, the Russian Govern- 
ment wanted to save university 
students for trained and specialized 
leadership and encouraged their 
migration from the scorched earth 
area Into the interior. 

Karkov Medical Institute, for ex- 
ample, in south central Russia, was 
moved bodily to the Urals. But by 
'44 the Russian armies had pushed 
the Germans *back across their 
western front and the transplanted 
universities returned. Professor and 
student both stepped into the rub- 
ble of their university and helped 
to rebuild. 

The Part of ISS 

International Student Service 
came at once to the aid of these 
uprooted students in China and 
Russia. Cut off from their normal 
source of support, these students 
needed direct relief- medical aid, 
food, books and clothing. 

In China, the ISS Committee, 
under Dr. Han LIh-wu, worked out 
with the National Student Relief 
Committee a plan of work relief 
to help supplement government 
food grants. Large scale garden- 
ing, and goat-raising were success- 
ful projects as well as student 
teaching, public health work, and 
service to wounded soldiers. In 
addition to direct relief. Student 
Service Centres were set up and 
travel aid given to students escap- 
ing from occupied zones. The Chi- 
nese universities have not all re- 
turned to the cast coast; and ISS 
workers arc to this day aiding the 
students in their long Journey 
home. 

In Russia World Student Relief, 
of which ISS Is a constituent organ- 
ization, did much to lessen student 
hardships. The funds were raised 
primarily on American campuses- 
Food, clothing, library and medical 
equipment .were shipped from New 
York harbour to. Moscow as early 
as 1942 for distribution through the 
Soviet Youth Antl- Fascist Com- 
mittee. This committee still con- 
tinues ISS-WSR work in Russia 
today. 

When we Canadian students read 
of the hardships *in these eplc- 
msklng migrations, we cannot help 
feeling grateful on returning to 
our green campus and ivy-covered 
lecture halls. .

Organist, Trumpeter 
In Brilliant Recital 

The tenth anniversary of the 
Casavant Society could not have 
opened more impressively than by 
the organ and trumpet recital pre- 
sented last night at The Church 
of the Messiah by E. Power BIgga 
and Roger Voisin. 

Mr. Biggs ably demonstrated 
why he has become one of the 
most active of concert organists, 
first by adhering closely to music 
composed directly for the organ 
and second by lis clear, dramatic 
exposition. Here we are not treat- 
ed to the usual experiments In 
freak registration, unrhythmic sen- 
timentality and selections from col- 
ossal and smaller, works in which 
real musical substance Is negligi- 
ble. His talent for presenting 
works of Interest and originality 
was amply revealed in the pro- 
gram, which opened with a Pre- 
lude and Fugue on "Bach" by 
Liszt, As In the Phantasy and 
Fugue, also - by Liszt which con- 
cluded the concert Mr. Biggs dem- 
onstrated his brilliant technical 
resources In the clear attack of the 
bravura-like passages wbich Liszt 
undoubtedly carried over from his 
tone-poems and piano works. 

With Mr. Voisin, he explored the 
unique and characteristically "her- 
oic" qualities of the organ and 
trumpet combination ia Volun- 
tarys. Trumpet Tunes and a Son- 
ata by Purcell. Although Mr. Voi- 
sin was inclined to force his tone, 
he managed to convey the essen- 
tially noble, Classie ring of the 
17th century. He also exhibited 
a delightful pianissimo in imitative 
passages with the organ. 

Shorter worka were a Concerto 
by Vivaldi, presented by Mr. Biggs 
in a simple, forthright manner, 
and the humorous and unpreten- 
Uous "Musical aocks" which 
Haydn composed for a famous 
Vienna clock. Two short composi- 
tions by Frescobaldl and G. Hom- 
ilius, for trumpet and organ, com- 
pleted the program.
